Religious  Education 
Program  Starts  in  June 

In  June,  1968,  Avila  College  will  begin  a 
program  leading  to  a B.A.  degree  in  religious 
education.  The  primary  purpose  of  this 
program  is  to  provide  the  solid  theological 
and  catechetical  formation  so  necessary  for 
laymen  and  for  religious  to  lead  mature 
faith-lives  in  today’s  world.  It  will  provide 
professional  competence  for  teachers  of 
religion  in  catchetical  centers  and  in  the 
home.  Unexplored  apostolates  are  opening 
up  in  inner  city  work,  in  poverty  programs 
and  the  like,  all  of  which  call  for  educators 
who  are  informed  and  able  to  impart  a true 
knowledge  of  the  Christian  faith. 

These  courses  in  religious  education  will 
be  credit  courses,  but  for  those  who  have  a 
baccalaureate  degree  or  who  do  not  wish  to 
enroll  in  a full  degree  program,  a certificate 
of  major  or  minor  equivalence  may  be 
earned.  Courses  will  be  offered  in  the  sum- 
mer and  during  the  regular  winter  and  spring 
sessions.  Offerings  for  summer,  1968,  are 
Christian  Anthropology,  Faith  and  Modern 
Man,  Principles  of  Christian  Morality,  and 
Catechesis  of  Selected  Topics.  Address 
inquiries  to  Religious  Education  Program, 
Avila  College.
